Rev. Dr. McWilliams of Cleveland

Cleveland.—The Rev. Dr. I. S. 


.\Ic\VilIiams, pastor of the Calvary 
Presbyterian Church, this city, made 
public a statement, in -which he de- 
clared that for several months he 
has l:ad success m healing both the 
bodv and mind b? religious influence. 
He set forth that he has wrought 
cures of serious nervous ailments 
and dipsomania. 
In not a single 


case, it was said, has there been fail- 
ure. 


"I have wonderfully expanded my 


sphere of pastoral work by the use 
of religious therapeutics," said Dr. 
McWilliams. '1 do not 'pretend to 
be a faith healer. Instead, I merely 
rry to make the patient know the 
power of his mind. 
I have told all 


the sufferers who have come to me 
about the sub-conscious mind. 
J 


have told him this mind is a reser- 
voir upon which he may draw. . 1 
lead rhe patient to see he has been 
battling against disease with only a 
fraction of his force. 


"I have found that the patient 


best can reach the 
sub-conscious 


mind when the conscious mind is 
passive and quiescent. 
I instruct 


the patient now to relax those mus- 
cles -which have been drawn lilte the 
strings of an overtuned violin. When 
the sub-conscious mind is reached 1 
suggest ideas to work against the 
disease. 
I would not dare to say I 


myself know all about this method 
of treatment; ivhat I do know is that 
it has wrought cures in every in- 
stance. 
The one man who was diffi- 


cult we.s a drunkard. I treated him 
twice before going on my vacation, 
and I have heard he has taken only- 
two glasses of beer since." 


Ci:idnnr.ti.—Devotion to science 


dominated Dr. J. J. Blair even in 
his resolution to die, and 
after 


driiiking cyanide of. potassium, he 
sat at his desk and wrote a. descrip- 
tion of his sensations. 
He chroni- 


cled the phenomena of dying, as 
long as ho could direct his pen. as 
faithfully as those of any of the 
.thousands of other cases 
in 
his 


riicilivu] experience. 
It was evident 


from the memorandum found by 
his young wife shortly after she dis- 
covered his body that tho physician 
to the last was interested keenly in 
what, -perhaps, he regarded only as 
his ' final 
great 
experiment. 
The 


point of greatest interest is that in 
his last moments he seemed to ex- 
perience proof of after life. Instead 
of recording that he felt darkness 
descending upon him, as might be 
expected 'of. purely 
physical sensa- 


tions, he wrote as if his real self 
was quitting his borty. Coming from 
i scientist, & man Cl years old,-who 
not only was a successful practition- 
er, but as a chemist amassed mil- 
lions in the manufacture 
of medi- 


cines, the final sentence is consid- 
ered of vital importance. 


"[ feel the soul fleeing," it ran. 


Dr. Blair was not given 10 figures 
of speech. He was intensely practi- 
cal and noted for calling a spade a 
spade. 
It is believed by his asso- 


ciates he meant exactly what he 
wrote; that he feit his conscious- 
ne£S not being extinguished, but sim- 
ply M-tbdrawn from further control 
of the flesh. They insist if his sen- 
sation 
had been merely the ap- 


proaching cessation of his material 
life he would have written, "I feel 
the end coining," or simply, "I am 
dying." 
It is the intention of sev- 


eral of his friends to send a report 
of the case to the American Society 
for Psychical Research, in the belief 
it v.-ill be regarded by that body as 
a valuable addition to the data ot 
the search for spiritual experiences. 


The pen with which 
Dr. Blair 


wrote the story of his death still 
was in his hand when ?>Irs. Blair 
found him dead. His wife was away 
from him only for a few minutes be- 
fore and after lie died. He wrote a 
letter early in the afternoon, and 
asked-"'her to mail it for him. She 
\veiit directly to the nearest mail 
bos aad returned. 
In that brief in- 


terval, however, her 
husband not 


only swallowed the poison, but found 
time to write what he felt. 


•'I have just sent my wife out to 


mail a letter." Dr. Dlair wrote. "Sha 
little thinks that when she returns 
I will be clcad. 
I have taken Cyan- 


ide of potassium, and already feel 
myself going into a strange sphere. 
U is sublime. 
Five minutes have 


passed and I feel the soul fleeing." 
Then followed a blur, shoving that 
the physician had tried 
to write 


more, but the poison had taken ef- 
fect. 
A few moments later he was 


found dead. 


Ill health was the motive for the 


suicide. 
Dr. Blair chose historical 


Stony Point, a tiny river peninsula 
in Riverside, a suburb of .this city, 
as' the scene of bis spectacular and 
dramatic suicide. 
His magnificent 


•bungalow, on the river bank above, 
with within his sight and his fast 
steel launch and boats were moored 
nearby in the river.

stantly sets fire to wood. The same 
light, after passing through a single 
thickness of blue glass, is so cold 
that it can be used upon the bare 
bo^y o° the patient without discom- 
fort." 


Dr. Kime also explains 
that by" 


tcoa.nb of a series 
of 
experiments 


with the sun's rays passing through 
strips of glass of different colors, it 
was learned that the greatest per- 
centage 
of .actinic 
rays 
passed 


throug-ii the blue glass in comparison 
with the other colored glasses. 
He 


adds: 


"Since the strongest possible ac- 


tinic light, as free as possible from 
heat, is desired, the blue light offers 
the best means 
of ' securing 
the 


strongest light for the treatment of 
disease. Ii is for this reason ihat 
we make use of the blue light, and 
the results here obtained are suffic- 
ient to warrant its continuance un- 
til something better has been dem- 
onstrated.'' 


"The very great inconvenience of 


obtaining the ultra violet rays and 
the comparative ease of obtaining 
the blue ray render .the latter mucli 
more available for use. 
Blue light, 


being a cold light and almost equally 
rich in actinic rays with white light, 
it has been our purpose to ascertain 
as nearly as possible the therapeu- 
tic effect of these rays. 


"I am riot unmindful 
that 
the 


penetrative power of sunlight 
bad 


been denied. It has also been denied 
that the earth is round, that matter 
exists and that an intelligent creative 
force lies "behind the universe. 
We 


have, on the contrary, been able to 
demonstrate that the actinic rays of 
sunlight, even when unconcentrated, 
have very great penetrative power. 
These simple experiments were made 
with th kind co-operation of a num- 
ber of my professional colleagues: 


"Small 
photographic 
negatives 


containing prints of various objects 
upon them were cut Into sizes that 
would readily permit their insertion 
inside the mouth and against the in- 
ner surface of the cheek. 
The phy- 


sicians wrote their names upon these 
negatives. 
To the negatives small 


pieces of corresponding size to the 
sensitized plates were bou;id and the 
pieces thus prepared were inserted 
into the moulhs of-the physicians, 
the negative being placed against 
the inner side of the cheek and the 
sensitized plate resting against the 
outer surfaces of the teeth.

arranged in the photographers' dark

.tightly closed to prevent the entrance 
of light, the physicians stepped in 
to the sunlight and for fifteen sec- 
onds held their cheeks toward the 
sun of a February day.

cheeks are conclusive that the chem- 
ist rays of ordinary sunshine have 
great penetrative power -when per- 
mitted to fall upon the surface of 
the body/' 
He adds: 


"It is well knov.-n that light inhab- 


its the growth of 
many forms of 


pathogenic bacteria, and -when suf- 
ficiently strong destroys them, and 
it v?as believed that bacteria deluged 
with actinic light would lose their 
nov.ers for doing harm. 
This in a 


measure Is true, but in the light of 
experience we must look for addi- 
tional reasons for the improverrant 
manifested in these patients. While 
the light does inhibit the growth of 
bacili this Is perhaps one of the fac- 
tors in the cure.

received by tbe patient in the bath- 
ing of all his blood in the powerful 
ar.tinic light.

Grand Duke Friedrlch Franz is child- 
less. 
Three of his relatives, how- 


ever, are entitled to the succession— 
Duke Johann Albrechf, Regent of 
Brunswick, a 
childless 
widower; 


Prince Henry of the Netherlands, 
husband of Queen Wilhelmina, who 
is also childless and would scarcely, 
owing to his position," be accepted as 
a federal prince, and Duke Friedrlch 
who is unmarried and determined 
not to marry. 
All three are older 


than the present Grand Duke. 
In 


the event of all dying childless or not 
succeeding, tlie dukedom goes to the 
Streitz branch, which, as 
already 


said, is In danger of dyln out. Con- 
sequently this province also may go 
to Prussia unless a change Is intro- 
duced into the constitution permit- 
ting the Grand Duke's uncle, Paul 
Friedrich, and his son to succeed. 
This, however, is most unlikely. 


The other royal lines nearing ex- 


tinction are those of the Reuss, older 
line, and the Schwarzburg-Sonder- 
shausen. 
When the present prince 


of the older Reuss line dies his pos- 
sessions will pass to the reigning 
prince of the Reuss 
younger 
line, 


while those of the Prince of Schwarz- 
burg-Sondershausen go to the reiging 
Prince of Schwarzburg-Rudolfstadt.

sion, and in Saxe Weimar, where the 
'•Grand Duke's tw:o cousins are the 
only direct heirs, the maintenance of 
the dynasties hangs by a very slender 
thread.

previously devised. But he has gone 
further in l.he yoliinde of his prison 
cell, and^ now aiioim«,-s that he has 
discovered a formula for the solution 
of literal equations as fur 
as 
the 


twelfth 
degree. 
Mathematicians 


have declared it \vas impossible to 
do what McGinnis says he can do. 


But Mi-f.;iii!s dors not regard this 


discovery as his great, achievement. 
He claims to have perfected a solu- 
tion of numerical equations by log- 
arithms. 


So thoroughly in earnest is the 


prisoner and 
HO convinced of the 


correctness o" his theory that he is 
willing to stake all his hopes of 
freedom upon its acceptance by the 
world of mathematics. 
HP is an old 


man and has served only eighteen 
months of a ten years' sentence, but 
he asks that Governor Folk, of Mis- 
sour, submit his theory cf the loga- 
rlthic eok:tlon.s of equations to .a 
jury of mathematicians of national 
reputation. 


If the liiry filial! fail to sustain 


his theory, McGinnis says, 
he 
Is 


willing to servo the remainder of 
his sentence, which, considering his 
age and frail he.ilth, means death in 
the prison. But if the jury of mathe- 
maticians :,hall sustain his vli'wa. he 
asks that the Governor ?lgn his par- 
don on LUe ground that IIR has made 
'a discovery of such value LO civiliza- 
tion as to cancel the ilnbt which so- 
ciety now holds against him. 


Governor Folk is himself an alge-

finds it much more interesting and 
mentally invigorating than chess, for 
instance.
